All In the Minds or the Republicans 
Themselves— Secretary Post's Tell, 
ing Letter to Hon. R. W. Townshend 



[Cuntined from Yetlrrdayt Daily.] 
the democratic iioubb rights a republi- 
can WRONG TO THE UNION SOLDIER. 

The Republican Congress of 18G5 passed 
a law on June 6th of that year, denying 
pensions to those soldiers who held civil 
offices under the United States since the 
war. On Mav 24, 1871, the Democratic 
House, on motion of Hon. A. V. Rice, of 
Ohio, Democrat, passed a bill, which be- 
came a law, repealing the unjust Repub- 
lican law of 13o5. 

EQUALIZATION OF BOUNTIES. 

The Democratic house of the Forty- 
forth Congress passed a bill to equalize 
bounties, March 3, 1870. 

General Banning, of Ohio, Democrat, 
said, in supporting the bill : " It is left 
for this (Democratic) Congress to redeem 
the promise made by the other side (Re- 
publican) which have" never been kept." 

The bill passed the House and was in- 
definitely postponed by the Republican 
Senate, and thus killed. 

(Record, Forty-fourth Congres, first 
session, page 5,439.) 



The time for filing such claims was 
mited to January 30, 1875. The Demo- 
cratic House of the Forty-fourth Con- 
gress promptly passed a bill, February, 
187G, extending the time, so that no sol- 
dier should be barred by that act from 
obtaining his just dues. 



The House passed a bill May 23, 1 



increasing the pensions of persons who 
had lost arms below the elbow, or legs 
below the knee. This bill died in the 



Republican Senate for want of action. 

The Democratic House of the Forty- 
Durth Congress said $24 per month was 
not enough for soldiers who had lost one 
leg or one arm, so that House passed a 
bill giving them $36" a month. This bill 
went to the Republican Senate and died 
there. 

( Record, first session, Forty- fourth Con- 
gress, page 019.) 



The Democratic House of the Forty- 
fifth Congress, finding that only a little 
over $30 per month was paid soldiers 
who had lost both hands or both feet or 
the sights of both eyes, said it was not 
sufficient, and passed a bill increasing 
the pension to $72 per month. The Re- 
publican Senate tried to amend it against 
the interest of the soldier, but the House 



insisted on the bill as it was 
it became a law. 

(Record, Fortv-fifth 
session, page 3,758.) 



The same Democratic House originated 
and passed the bill May 24, 1878, which 
is now a law, giving to soldiers whose 
letrs had been amputated at the hip joint 
$37.50 per month. 

ARTIFICIAL LIMBS FOR SOLDIERS. 

The Democratic House originated and 
i-M-d the bill for furnishing artificial 
iimbs for soldiers June, 1870. This bill j 
was fought by the Republican Senile I 
ami substantially destroyed by amend- | 

merit*. The Demooratio rtouao compelled 

the Senate to recede from the amend- 
ments, and the bill was passed as the 
House demanded it should, and became 



ttOfl from his records in all such cases, so 
that this class of soldies shall be no lin- 
ger deprived of their dues. 

The Democrats in Congress have been 
for years endeavoring to pension the old 
Mexican veterans, but have been suc- 
cessfully defeated by the Republicans 
every'Congre-s till last s« s^iun, when the 
Democratic House passed House hill No. 
3507 to grant them their pension dues. 

The Republican Senate kept this bill 
until near the close of the season, and 
when it was considered it was loaded 
down with irrelevant amendments by 
Republican Senators for the avowed 
purpose of defeating the bill. Among 
those who in this way opposed the bill 
was Senator Ingalls, Republican, who, it 
will be remembered, killed General 
Rice's House bill granting arrearages of 
pensions, but who now, for the purpose 
of defeating the Mexican pension bill, 
assumed the role of the friend par ex- 
cellence of the soldiers, not really in 
their interest, but using his pretended 
devotion to them as a club to flail the 
old Mexican veterans. General Logan 
said the only object of Senator Hoar's 
(Republican) amendment was to defeat 
the bill— this was the amendment that 
Senator Ingalls was in favor oi. 

The bill was not returned to the House 
till within a day or two ol adjournment. 
Its passage was urged at once by Hon. 
R. W. Townshend, Democrat, of Illinois, 
but debate arising on the Senate amend- 
ments it could not be acted on under the 
rules of that session. It will be promp- 
tly passed next session, and these old vet- 
erans will be given their dues by the 
the Democrats in Congress, which have 
been denied them so many years by the 
Republican party. 

The Democratic House of the Forty- 
eighth (present) Congress also passed 
" An act to regulate the granting of pen- 
sions in certain cases," April 21, 1884. 
General Warner, Democrat, himself a 
galUnt soldier, from Ohio, reported it to 
the House, and it is called the Warner 
bill. 

It provides that every person specified 
in the pension laws who served in any 
war on the side of the United States for 
three months or more, and who by reas- 
on of any wound, injury or disease, the 
probable cause having originated in the 
line of duty, is now disabled in whole or 
part from procuring his subsistence by 
manual labor, shall, upon making proof 
of the fact, be placed upon the pension 
lists, and continue during such disability. 

Also that in considering the claims of 
dependent parents, the cause of the 
death, and the fact that the soldier left 
no widow or minor children, having 
been shown, it is only necessary to show 
that such parents are without other 
means of support than their own man- 
ual labor. 

The Democratic party, true to its re- 
cord, removes unnecessary restrictions 
put upon the pensioner by the Republi- 
party and its officials. 

The Republican House of the Forty- 
seventh Cougres-t in two years passed 
but 13.S private pension bills that became 
laws.

The act of July 28, 1800, was construed ] 
by the Republican otficialB of the United i 
States bo as to deprive many soldiers of 
their pay.

A jEAVY defalcation 

Atkinson Toyed with the Market

Chicago, Oct 17.— Last night a reporter 
wbo went to the house of John A. Atkinson, 
defaulting member of the pork packing Ann 
of Davies, Atkinson & Co., at Fiftieth street

"When I arrived here on October third a 
clerk handed me a letter written by Mr. At- 
kinson, which will explain much, if not all" 
The letter is as follows: 

"Chicago, Oct 8, 1884. 

"I have a most terrible confession to make. 
I have lost a large sum of your money in 
speculations on the Board of Trade, and have 
used money borrowed from the banks to pay 
losses. I don't *inow the amount, but it must 
be over *1 10,000. This deception on Ay part 
has been going on a long time. I made mon- 
ey at first and, encouraged by the hope of 
making up some portions of last yeai's losses, 
I took larger lines and was long on a lot of 
stuff when the panic came last May. Then it 
was impossible to sell out, so I sold a quantity 
Of pork short and was caught in the 
Armour corner. I still held on "to all 
the stuff after paying the loss on pork, and 
about Ave weeks ago was within a few thous- 
and dollars of being even, but prices collapsed 
and left matters worso than ever. All these 
months 1 have been deceiving the banks as to 
the position we were in, hoping that it 
would come out all right. But it went from 
bad to worse, and every effort I made to 
make money only plunged me deoper into 
the mire. A great many trades are still 
open, but the market sho <vs little sign of doing 
any better. I know there is no palliation 
for the hasouess uiul ingratitude of my con- 
duct, and wore it not for my wife 
and little ones I would end my life. 
As it is, • 1 am broken down by 
the terrible strain. It has been " 

The letter ended abruptly at this point. 
Mr. Davie8, the senior member of the firm, 
lives in England, where he disposes of all the 
product of the Chicago house. Finding it 
impossible to get a straight account of his 
business Mr. Davles resolved to come to this 
country and investigate for himself. The 
firm was started hy Mr. Davles, who is a 
wealthy commission merchant of Liverpool, 
and Isaac Atkinson, a confidential clerk in 
his employ, who came to this city for this 
purpose. Mr. Atkinson was accidentally 
drowned In the lake off his residence in Ken- 
wood some four years ago. John A. Atkin- 
son succeeded to a membership in the firm on 
his father's death. 

"The first intimation I had of anything lr- 
regulaly," said Mr. Davies, "was Atkinson's 
letter, which is corroboroted by the most 
painful facts. I permitted the attachment 
by the Continental Bank for $25,000 because 
this note is discounted on the strength of 
warehouse receipts, the property of which 
really belongs to the Bank of Montreal. Let 
me explain," continued Mr. Davies. "One of 
the strangest clauses in the partnership con- 
tract is to the effect that Atkinson should not 
speculate or do anything outside of legitimate 
business without my consent, aa he had 
no capital in the firm. The business 
here was simply to supply the Liv- 
erpool house; there was no outside 
trade. Some twelve months ago Atkinson 
asked for money. Knowing that there was 
ample capital here I wrote to him asking why 
he was drawing still more, amounting to 
$150,000, and suggested that there must be 
something wrong. In reply to that be cabled 
that an employe of the firm named Harbers 
bad been speculating unknown to him and 
had paid up losses in margins by excessive 
overdraft." 

Harbers. Mr. Davies explained, was man- 
aging the commissions deportment of the es- 
tablishment, and represent*! the firm on the 
board. His connection with the firm, of 
course, is at an end, and what has become of 
him Mr. Davies professes not to know. Re- 
garding the latest developments, he said: 

"The mother of Mr. Atkinson has Btartod 
suit* against the firm, one of which Is for an 
entirely fictitious amount, which sho knows: 
the claim is for money on deposit. Believing 
Atkinson to be honest and reliable I never 
doubted the Harbers transaction, and Har- 
are himself wrote nie a letter to Liverpool 
admitting his irregularities. I have not gone 
into tho books yet, but this late developments 
leads mo to believe the speculations amount 
to not less than #300,000, That is as far as I 
can judge. It is very probable that further 
developments will be made in a day or two." 

It is said iu commercial circles that the 
Bank of Montreal is still out some $140,000 
which It carries because Mr. Davles Is not in 
any way in financial distress.
